the world situation today we hav e great reason to be th an k ­ 
ful for our Institutions of Freedom and of C onstitutional De- 


mocracy . 
In a large part of the world we see war or conditions 
which grav ely threaten war, we see the deliberate propaga­ 
tion of class hatred and race antagonism , we see racial and 
religious persecutions such

with our

strength any measure or proposal which leads aw ay from 
Democracy towards personal gov ernm ent and absolute e x ­ 
ecutiv e power. 


There is no situation or- problem in our land which can­ 
not be met and solv ed by the Spirit of Christ and the orderly 
processes of Dem ocracy as prov ided by our C onstitution, 
Arbitrary power has no place any w here in a Dem ocracy and 
cannot be conferred by ev en the largest majority . 
The Christian church must not ally itsell with any m ere­ 
ly political program or sy stem but the church must stand 
alw ay s for the D em ocratic spirit and ideal. 
The church must' 
not only share but inspire that desire for social justice which 
today burns so strongly in the hearts of men.

ASPEC TS OF PO SSIB L E WAR 
In case war breaks out in Europe ov er the Sudeten Ger­ 
man minority question in Czechoslov akia the new war- prob­ 
ably will not follow the sam e pattern as the World War in 
19 14 . 
The situation is different, and we hav e reason to believ e 
both sides hav e learned som ething. 
It is entirely possible that G erm any will attack Czecho- 
Slov akia with the intention of making it a sw ift, decisiv e | iarh° gua r d ' t!m duo. 
campaign lasting only a few day s. 
France seem s com m itted 
to go to the rescue of the Czech gov ernm ent, but the only 
way the French can aid the Czechs is to throw great bodies 
of troops against the German westw ard fortifications. 
It 
might take weeks or m onths to crack them- 
The G erm ans 
could spare enough men to m ake a determined resistance on 
the west, and still hav e, theoretically , enough men to break 
the Czechs. 
In 19 14 , the Germans answered the French threat, based 
on alliance with Russia, by pouring t r o o ps a c r o s s 
the rela­ 
tiv ely unfortified French frontier- and driv ing toward Paris. 
Now the G erm ans face the fam ous Maginot line. 
If appear­

In ease Italv should
